The State Board of Education has

Tha Daaf Hava Lout a Frland 

The New York School (Fanwood) 
for the Deaf has suffered a grievous 
loss by the death, on Wednesday, 
July 12th, of Edwin Gould, who had 
been a Member df the Society and 
for more than eight years on the 
Board of Directors of the School. 

He was elected a director on 
May 8 th, 1924. He had given 
generously towards the material wel¬ 
fare of the establishment. His dona¬ 
tions included a dish-washing machine 
for the pupils' dining room, two 
complete playroom and ground appa 
ratus for the little boys and the 
girls—the total of his gifts in material 
and cash aggregating more than 
$71,000. 

His benefactions were many and 
varied, as he was a constant 
tributor to charitable organizations. 
He was particularly interested in the 
Salvation Army, and a zealous sup¬ 
porter of the Boy Scouts of America 
and Camp Fire Girls. 

From the New York Times the 
subjoined paragraphs are quoted: — 

"Hi* interest w»s centered largely in the 
Edwin Gould Foundation for Children at 
1,744 Stillwell Avenue, the Brona, the clear 
ing bureau for children who are waiting 
transfer to institutions, where they art 
boused in cottages and receive exceptional 
cart. 

"Besides establishing this foundation for 
children, Mr. Gould participated in the work 
of St. Christopher's Home, Yonkers, and 
Lakeside School, Spring Valley, N. Y. He 
bought thirty-eight acres of land in Rock¬ 
land County for the use of the Hopewell 
Society of Brooklyn, which makes a specialty 
of caring for children whose mothers and 
fathers are separated, and through his gift 
the Negro children in Harlem enjoy country 
life at Valhalla 

“He endowed the * Berkshire Industrial 
Farm for neglected boys at Canaan, N. Y., 
and, acquiring the Peabody home on the 
Boston Post Road, near 179th Street, the 
Brona, turned it over to the Department of 
Public Welfare as a refuge for children of 
indigent Protestant Negroes in the city.' 

Edwin Gould was the second son 
of (he famous financier and railroad 
builder, Jay Gould, from whom he 
inherited a fortune of many millions 
of dollars, but previously he himself 
had earned several millions by 
personal ability that amounted to 
genius. But instead of wasting his 
money in selfish indulgence, he liberal¬ 
ly devoted his fortune and his time 
to activities for the benefit of children 

Thus it will be seen that he was 
a public benefactor in the widest 
sense of the term. 

The schools for the deaf are not a 
chanty, but they are taxed with the 
burden of ameliorating the handicap 
which the loss of the most important 
of the five senses imposes. The help 
that assists in overcoming this handi 
cap through education is gratefully 
appreciated, and the sorrow of the 
educated deaf at the loss of such 
benefactor as Edwin Gould, while it 
may not be adequately expressed 
words, is nevertheless deep and 
sincere.

As the fire was radiocated from 
Westerville, great crowds drove over 
in the evening. 

The residents will now have much 
to tell visitors about the fire. It was a 
relief to all connected with the Home 
that the damage and loss were not 
greater. With so many aged and 
feeble residents on hand, it was a 
wonder no one was injured. There 
was no loss of wheat, as it had been 
removed and sold as threshed.

When anything is dropped into a 
Park cistern or a shallow well, or 
when for any , other reason it be¬ 
comes necessary to make a search in 
dark water, place a pocket flashlight 
in a glass fruit jar and clamp down 
the cover, with a new rubber ring in 
place.

The hats that made Panama 
famous are not in reality manu¬ 
factured in Panama but are made in 
the Republic of Ecuador. Ecuador 
lias come to realize that the publicity 
which these hats have made for 
Panama would be good "copy" for 
their own republic and are now 
bending every effort to tell the world 
that Panama hats are made in 
Ecuador. 

These hats, woven by native 
Indians from palm fiber, ate popular 
in every country which enjoys a 
summer climate. Many of the 
larger and finer grades of hats are 
made by a process familiar only to 
the natives of Ecuador, and when 
completed bring handsome figures 
in the markets of New York and 
other world capitals. 

Letters sent abroad by the Ecua¬ 
dorean postal service are stamped 
with rubber stamps carrying the 
story of this famous headweat. 
Letters addressed to the United 
States and other English-speaking 
countries bear a legend inside a 
heavy box border, reading, "Panama 
hats are made in Ecuador."
